I have just relumed from Camp 
Wadsworth at Spartanburg, S C, 
with the impression that all of Now 
York City and Brooklyn's young 
manhood is there, and how is it all 
possible- for these two great center! 
to keep from suspending all ac- 
tivities " C'est la guerre" the an- 
swer to all things nowdaya: war lops 
off a limb from the individual, a 
brother or son from the family or a 
junior partner from the firm, and 
Nature tries to heal the wound 
or the hurt or the vacancy, and things 
go on much as usual, although badly 
crippled It is war time. 

I was in the thick of things at camp 
Wadsworth: from playing leap frog 
with gas masks adjusted so as to be- 
come accustonied to the handicap, all 
up the scale to the nearest to actual 
warfare in this make-believe, a night 
in the trenches, with the thermo- 
meter crowding zero and the white 
hat bands (Germans) trying to slip 
through the lines and disgrace us 

1 am going to tell of things thai 
the Intelligence Officer could neither 
confirm nOi deny and that any Censor 
t not think twice about passing : 
little human inconsequences that will 
interest the Mother up North who 
worships the very cobblestones her 
boy treads, and who is more familiar 
with the little intimate details of bet 
boy's life lliaii she has ever been 
with the big problems of which his 
life now becomes an integral part 

I am going to report my visit to 
this great training camp as a typical 
French reporter reports a great fire, 
about nine-tenths airy persiflage ami 
tenth vital statistics. Even thus, 
I fear the odd tenth will not entirely 
t with the approval of the war 
beads, so Careful must one write iii 
the fear of throwing a hair's weight 
into the balance of Enemy Comfort. 

Taking sleeper from New York at

fort to keep booze away from the 
soldiers, but considering the cold, I 
still think it would have been a 
"personal matter " had my papers 
given any hint of the pull from a 
little flask that warms the heart. 

With a town of 22,000 people try- 
ing to provide food and entertain- 
ment for a cantonment of 37,000 
soldiers, the spectacle presents to me 
much that of a little Southern gentle- 
woman bustling about, loath to ac- 
knowledge her hospitality iusuffi 
cient to accommodate an unexpected 
number of guests. Kveryvvhere the 
city's resources are taxed to the ut- 
most, and on Wednesdays and Sa- 
turdays the lion's tail does its level 
best to wag the lion. On these days 
the soldiers are permitted to take 
longer leave and they take posses- 
sion of the town. Never have I seen 
men in uniform in so great numbers 
better behaved. Never have I seen 
less grumbling at inadequate service. 
When one sees how thoroughly 
whatever was petty in man's nature 
dissolved by the alchemy of the soul 
that war produces, one cannot help 
but feel that Sherman's estimate of 
war was incomplete. War is indeed 
hell, but a hell whose fires fuse 
whatever is dross in mau's composi- 
tion. 

There are restaurants in Spartan 
burg where the vegetable soup tastes 
like chili-con came, and the prices 
remind one of Alaska during the 
klondyke gold rush, but tiny are 
mostly mushroom growths that have 
been started by get rich quick indi 
viduals in an acknowledged effort to 
make the Iiroadwayite feel at home! 
The home restaurants serve the 
original " Southern Cooking," which 
Northern food manipulators do not 
to be able to blight. 

The Hotel as I write presents a 
gay scene : The three-piece or- 
chestra which is excused when the 
last diner has risen from table, has 
had its places all taken by amateur 
talent from among the boys in 
Khaki, agumented by an extra 
violin and drum secured from 
Heaven knows where. The result 
is not classical, but full of " pep " 
and distinctly martial. The lobby. 
in other days rarely enlivened by 
anything more excited than travel- 
ing men, is now crowded with 
dancers. Lovely New York girls, 
wearing large diamonds on their 
left hands and the smartest in frocks, 
gyrate with officers and nou coins, 
bestowing their favor equally, while 
their Mammas and Aunts sit about 
in easy armchairs talking With 
the wives of married officers. Here 
and there the Khaki is relived by 
tin- hoiizou blue uniform of a French 
officer, here pmbably to give in- 
struction in grenade throwing. 

Khaki would appear to be the 
1 '.< art Leveler. To the uninitiated, 
all these clean-cut, refined faces 
amongst the boys in uniform re- 
pn sent the same sphere of life, a type 
of fine soldier. By their apparel, 
nothing is to indicate the scion of 
wealth or the peer of the social 
register. Officers and privates dance 
in turn with the same girl, but once 
OUtsida the Hotel, that fine sense of 
discipline that makes a formidable 
army, draws tight its lines. The 
click of heels, the instant straighten- 
ing to attention and the snappy 
salute, mark the man who has signi- 
fied his willingness to take orders 
from the man he has confidence is 
qualified to give them. 

Now and then the gaiety is threat- 
1 by the entrance of a Salvation 
Army lass, who departs with a rich 
toll of "conscience money," or one 
or more of the local beggars who 
make the rounds nightly. One in 
particular is a pitiful object. P.u.i 
ltzcd, he is Strapped to a chair and 
progresses with a rocking move- 
ment, swinging his weight from one 
to the other. Prom such as 
this, immunity from cue is likewise 
heavily purchased and the dance 
I on. One cannot believe that 
grim war is at the threshold. It 
seems like a Fancy Otess ball, and 
giips the heai t to utilize that these 
happy hours will conic back to some 
of these handsome boys on a bed of 
(lain in some foteign hospital, as the 
sweetest moments of then lives. I 
saw one dashing officer bend to kiss 
his fiancee " good night" in the 
shadow of the storm door. She 
pushed him way Very crestfallen, 
he offered his hand foi the more 
Conventional way, when she im- 
pulsively pulled his face to hern and 
kissed him lingeringly. Then broke 
away suddenly aud Hew for the 



elevators ? She probabey spent the 
night searching for a dry spot on her 
pillow. But there you have it. The 
model young woman, having launch- 
ed a new declaration of independence 
would like as well a little initiative 
in the Declaration of Love. 

The proprietor of this hotel ex- 
pects to make $100,000 out of the 
coming of the soldiers to Spartan 
burg. I whistled when told this, 
solely out of politeness, for large 
figures do not stun me iu these days 
of war babies. Later, however, 
when I discovered that I was l>eing 
charged a dollar daily for a luncheon 

I rarely took the trouble to return to 
the hotel, for I felt I might have 
saved the whistle of politeness for a 
better one of astonishment. Mine 
Host was a butcher several years ago. 

Kverywhere one goes in the 
vicinity of encampments, nowadays, 
one meets an earnest body of the 
same fine type of man as those 
wearing the khaki, but in an olive 
green uniform. They carry no arms 
and they are not saluted by regula- 
tions. But after the war, it will 
be seen that they had the most effec- 
tive weapons for combating the 
cruellies of war, and there'll not be a 
returning soldier whose only home 
had been a Y. M. C. A. shack, but 
what will salute these men in his 
heart. The Association is accom 
plishiug a prodigious amount of good 
here and aboard, quietly, effi>ienlly, 
powerfully. They are the new 
Liberty motor to our Fighting 
Machine. They are doing good 
without any Oriental banging of 
tom-toms and cries of " backeesh " 
They go about with the antiseptic, 
air for festering humanity of " War 
is not to our liking, but we cannot 
prevent it, so it is up to us to make 

II less horrible " The red triangle 
is the young brother to the Red 
Cross, bnt'already he is almost as tall 
as his beautiful sister and helping 
her to make the world safe for 
Democracy and a healthy spot for 
Christians. 1 have known men of 
small faith enter a Y. M C A build- 
ing sheepishly, as they might a 
church, but finding its creature com- 
forts seductive with no hint of dis- 
tasteful sky-piloting neath its sugar 
coating, they have virtually and 
literally and virtuously " remained 
to pray." 

One hardly looked for such help 
from both the Y. W C A. and Y. 
M. C. A. in time of war distress 
They could so easily have avoided 
all this frightful business by saying 
" Ours is the business of Christian- 
izing: War is barbarous and mi- 
christianlike," but they remember 
that Christ Himself was no mollycod- 
dle and waged war when it was neces- 
sary for the furtherance of Christian- 
ity, by driving the money lenders 
from the temple The spirit of the 
Crusaders still lives. 

The Red Cross, as we all know, 
belongs primarily to war, and our 
hearts overflow in company with our 
purses at the mention of the Society. 
But the Red Triangle, founded by 
an Englishman, never dreamed of 
the place it should come to occupy 
in warfare, and every man who 
passes through this war whole, owes 
it to the men who now wear the 
green uniform, as well as to himself, 
to join the Association and streng 
then it to carry on its work of Chris- 
tianizing humanity, to the end that 
there shall never Ire another war, and 
"Peace on Earth: Good Will to Man" 
something more than a Christinas 
carol. 

I shall ask you to project your 
imagination southward and join me 
in Cerporal Brown's tent, where an 
inverted funnel of stove-piping Called 
a Sibley stove, red hot and moaning 
like a banshee, was the yule log and 
chief Christmas atmosphere on that 
Christmas morning in the year of our 
Lord 1917, and the year of the Great 
War IV. There were seven or eight 
homesick boys iu the tent, and Cor- 
poral Brown was the home sickest, 
but kept it well to himself, like the 
"officer and geiitlemam" he was. 

Along with the'extensive training 
a soldier gets to render the world 
safe for Democracy, that is not down 
in the books, is the development of 
the quality which tends to make an 
individual sufficient unto himself, in 
other words, to make him good com- 
pany for himself, to enable him to 
detach himself from his companions 
spiritually when physically he can 
not escape them and is heartily sick 
of them, although he must admit 
they are the huest fellows iu the 
world. 



Discontent among a large body of 
men must be fought off as disease. 



Work is the best antidote. In 
stagnacy, men hate their boon com- 
panions with no reasonable cause, 
and with nerves ragged from apathy, 
the merest puff of smoke may start 
a bitter quarrel. However, there is 
a limit to which idleness may be 
overcome by work, aud that point is 
a good bit the safe side of physical 
exhaustion ; so, then, there is much 
unoccupied time on a soldier's hands, 
which, were he not a soldier, could 
be immediately absorbed by purchas- 
ed amusement ranging from innocent 
to vicious, but being a soldier, he is 
thrown upon his own resources. 
The ability to be a good " mixer" 
with oneself is a sure mark of the 
good soldier. 

The enlisted men's personal pos- 
sessions and vanities must perforce 
be kept to the minimum. His ditty- 
box is his castle. It is the only 
thing he can have strictly private. 
When he brings forth his portfolio or 
box and shows you his few precions 
belongings; small volumes, snap- 
Shots, tiinkets or newspaper clip- 
pings, he extends to you all the 
hospitality of the Grand Signeur. 
throwing wide the doors of his 
mansion 

I was sitting on Corporal Brown's 
bed; the air was thick with tobacco 
smoke which could not escape fast 
enough through the skylight. I, 
thought there was little need to light 
up ; one needed but to inhale to get 
the same effect. Seven men called 
the tent "home." Five of them were 
in. Only one was a seasoned cam- 
paigner ; he had l>een on the Border. 
There is only one "Border;" that 
is like the dollar " Mex." Old Sol- 
dier was the ballast.of tbrparty. He 
was upon his back on his bunk in 
the corner, contentedly watching 
his own smoke thicken the gloom. 
His very presence soothed the boys, 
who were a trifle hysterical 'neath 
the surface. I had recently come 
from another camp, because that 
had quickly, if not silently, folded 
its tents and slunk off to France. 
So I was of much interest to the 
boys, who thought I might have some 
"dope" worked out from my know- 
ledge of past performances, as to the 
possibility of their movements. I 
thought they were eager to get 
across. They were young, vigorous, 
clean, intelligent looking. I stated 
my reasons for the war reaching a 
conclusion in 1918 

" You fellows will probably leave 
just when you have become fed up 
with this so sort of thing," I ventur- 
ed, " and the war will end just about 
when you have become home sick 
and fed up with the other side." 
Such was my jxror asinine attempt 
to inject some encouragement to the 
general dejection. 

"Other side, hell," exploded the 
spokesman. ' ' We want to go home 
now." 

"For Christmas, You meau?"I 
queried 

"For good," was his surprising 
answer. 

I was dumbfounded. I had sup- 
jxrsed the red blood of youth had 
thrown hats in air at the proclama- 
tion of war, less from patriotism, 
less from hatred of the Boch, than 
that it cut the apron strings that tied 
them to home at an age when the 
spirit of adventure was hard to sup- 
press 

" We want to go home." The 
tone of his voice, which I now real- 
ize was the voice of the majivity, 
haunts me like Shylock's "come, 
prepare!" 

I thought they wanted to go to 
Franck One chap was studying 
a French lexicon and had com- 
plained that he could find no ex- 
pression in the book to enable him 
to pass the short and ugly word. 
He might have need of the epithet. 

since he'd heard Frenchmen were 

notoriously given to exaggeration. 
There was no dread ol war ; no 

quailing of the fiesh iu those few 

significant words They were sim- 
ply home sick because it was Christ 
nas. Little did it matter that the 
Department stores were selling five 
and ten cent do ilnds with a little 
hand painting, for a dollar, and 
people were " not giving presents 
this year, because of the war, and 
sugar Wasn't to be had by threat or 
bribing, and coal was always on 
the wiy but never arriving. " They 
were simply snowed under for the 
time being by mat dc nlcr. Had 
they been boarding school girls, my 
blundering but well meant prophecy 



would have reduced them all to fits 
of hysterical blubbering. 

" Home, and then what?" I 
persisted, in an attempt to remedy 
the damage by shifting. " The good 
jobs are all taken or abolished " 

" Jobs, hell " was the second vehe- 
ment rejoinder from the spokes- 
man's understudy. "Sweet-do- 
nothing for a while, sit around and 
spit into the fire, then Califoruia 
and no work." 

Now I don't know whatever spell- 
ed " no work" to them out of C-A- 
L-i F o r-n-i-a, but that is the idea 
that had taken root. You see, it is 
all the opposite extreme to what they 
were undergc ing. Bad weather, wet 
and cold. Kitchen policing and se- 
vere discipline. Califoruia. the land 
of sunshine and plenty. Had I been 
to California ? I had to admit it 
Wasn't the climate all to the merry ? 
I acknowledged it, under a puzzled 
battery of looks that seemed to ques- 
tion my sanity for ever having re- 
turned to the East 

"But," I protested, "don't you 
suppose a few other people have 
reached there since the days 
of '49?" There is even now quite a 
livery scramble for the new Ameri- 
can pajama-clad eagle aud his dou- 
ble." 

" What about working for the 
Movies? Pretty soft, eh?" This 
came spluttering through shaving 
soap from beyond the stove. 

"I've seen a bunch of extras 
earn three a day as U. S. Cavalry 
for a few days, but believe me," 
I said, " you'd best go to France." 
And I spoke a trunkful. 

A bugle sounded. It meant Christ- 
mas dinner. Each man grabbed up 
his aluminum cup and plate, seeming 
pitifully inadequate for a Christmas 
dinner, and unceremoniously left me 
to my own devices and their little 
nondescript dog, their mascot. 
Nearly each tent has one. Now, a 
dog of any breed helps to strengthen 
my belief in the Deity, in spite of 
the spread of Kulture. Being so 
suddenly left alone with this little 
mite's friendliness, I felt awed and 
uncomfortable, much as if some one 
had been listening who shouldn't 
have. I felt ashamed as if I had 
been made a spectator to the loss of 
some oue's sacred faith. I spoke to 
the dog. He answered simply by 
wagging his tail, but I knew that he 
knew. So 1 considered him : No 
power to reason logically as do we. 
Only instinct. Not moved through 
motives of patriotism to risk his life, 
if the need came. He had no women 
folks to protect. He was miserably 
cold, now the fire had died down, 
and hungry and most probably aw- 
fully homesick for the comforts of 
the home from which his owner 
brought him. But did he tor one 
moment consider turning tail and 
deserting his master? Never 
Loyalty was the backbone of him, 
and he was but a mutt. The boys 
were all thoroughbreds. I got up 
and departed, feeling that it was up 
to the dog to show the boys the way 
out.

Dr. Edward A Steiner, who was 
to lecture upon theorem Siavic R<<<e, 
Monday night, December 18, 1917, 
liefore the " University Extension 
Society of Pittsburgh," in Carnegie 
Lecture Hall, is one of the most re- 
markable of our naturalized citizens. 
He is a Professor in Gnnnell 
College, Wis , an extensive and high- 
ly renowned lecturer, traveler, and 
author of half a score widely read 
fascinating books. Also, a Christian 
Minister aud Philanthropist He 
has been well know in Pittsburgh for 
many years, aud has lectured there 
previously a number of seasons. He 
was once unjustly incarcerated in 
our city jail for sixmonths (although 
entirely innocent of any crime) thirty 
years ago, by one of the addle headed 
police justices of that period. While 
worsting as a common laliorer in one 
of our steel mills, he was arrested 
among a crowd of strikers, although 
not oue of them, and jailed with 
1 hem. When, after nianv days, bis 
trial took place, he was acquitted of 
being one of the strikers, but im- 
prisoned for six months for " carrying 
concealed weapons." This was an- 
other travesty of justice, as the pistol 
found in his pocket was an old un- 
loaded one, given him by a dying 
immigrant fellow boarder, for bis 
attention to him as a volunteer nurse 
and helper. In Dr. Steiner's l>ook 
"From Alien to Citizen," be gives 
1 full account of this episode in his 
ear iest efforts to become an Ami rcan 
citizen, before he had mastered the 
English language. Although a na- 
tive of Austrian Poland and the 
Slavic Race, he, while slowly Work- 
ing his way West, was by a series of 
fortuitous circumstances, lead to * 
Oberlin College, Ohio, where he was 
educated into Christianity, and even- 
tually became an Evangelical Preach* 
er. Not only did he distinguish 
himself by good works iu that sacred 
calling, but subsequently becamean 
efficient philanthropist to the Euro- 
pean immigrants, upon the Trans- 
atlantic steamships, that were bring- 
ing them over in multitudes 

Being early well educated in his 
parental home, be could speak a uum- 
■>er of the languages of Eastern 
Europe, as well as (subsequently) 
iiiout a half a score of other toi gues. 
Thus, from philanthropic motives, he 
travelled to and fro iu tie immigrant 
steamers, generally returning with 
the poor immigrants iu the steerage, 
and sharing with tl.em all theouir. ge- 
ous cruelties and discomforts imposed 
upon these unfortunate immigrants 
Iron the old world In this way, he 
made perhaps a dozen voyages; and 
finally, by bis intelligent knowledge 
of the wrongs imj>osed upon ilie 
poorer class of their passengers, com- 
pelled by remonstrance and exoosme 
a great reform, instituted by the 
various navigation corporations of 
the United States. Avarice aud 
injustice were thus more or less- 
eradicated by this generous man. 
President Roosevelt, upon his re- 
turn from Europe, a few years ago, 
pronounced the steerage accom- 
modations then (owing to Dr. 
S einer's sacrificial efforts) as equal 
to the second class accommodations 
of former years. 

One of the most intere-ting. ear- 
liest, and widely read of Dr. Steiner's 
works is "The Trail of the Im- 
migrant," giving a graphic account 
of his and their shocking trials in 
the steerage prisons they were crowd- 
ed into during many years. His 
next greatest work, I think, is that 
of " From Alien to Citizen," giving 
an engrossing autobiography of his 
iife during his early strugglesagaiust 
racial and other prejudices he met 
md overcome, in the "Land of the 
Free and the Home of the Brave 
"The Immigrant Tide, Its Ebb and 
Flow," "Against the Current." 
'The Broken Wall,'' "The Me- 
diator," and "Tolstoy, the Man and 
his Message," are among the other 
tasciiiaiing books that have flowed 
from the facile pen of Dr. Steiner. 

The life of this "Stranger within 
our Gates " impresses the great 
lesson of the power of faith in God, 
and himself, shown by this Christian 
Minister, in bis wonderful march on- 
ward and upward in efforts lo help 
others, as well as himself, on the 
journey of life. The story of bis 
life in Europe and America, furnish- 
es a grand example to Young 
America.

Out in Iowa the Loyal Gallandet 
College "boys and girls" have 
made a formal step towards a Me- 
morial to the late lamented and 
always beloved Edward Miner Gal- 
laudet. They were split upon the 
proposition of a Memorial Statue or 
a Memorial Building, and have sent 
out a "feeler" to those interested, 
though their expressed preference is 
for a Memorial Building. 

There is not a doubt but a Me- 
morial Building would be far the 
best to commemorate and keep alive 
the extraordinary achievements 
of Edward Miner Gallandet. The 
durability of such form of memorial 
would depend upon its construction. 
Placed upon Kendall Green, it would 
tell to future generations much more 
than a statue, provided it was proper- 
ly inscribed and prominently placed 
among the college edifices that at 
present embellish the Green. A 
memorial bust, or a large bas-relief 
over the platform, that would in- 
evitably be a feature in the archi- 
tectural plan, would constitute the 
story and present the noble features 
of the greatest educator of the deaf 
of all time. 

The only consideration that might 
militate against such form of com- 
memoration, would he the great 
expense. Such a Memorial Building 
would cost three or four time* as 
much as a Memorial Statue. It is 
up to the deaf of the country to de- 
cide if they can contribute the amount 
that the project calls for and deserves. 
If twenty-five thousand of the 
deaf would agree to contribute two | d* plume, 
dollars each, and the schools that 



have benefited by the establishment 
of the College would consent to a 
pro-rata assessment, the entire am- 
ount required would be in sight at 
once and in hand in a short time 
afterwards. 

There should be committees in 
every State in the the Union, and a 
central committee as a directing] 
bead and repository of the funds 
The deaf during the last half of 
the 19th Century, raised amounts 
that in the aggregate fall little short 
of the necessary fund for such a 
memorial as is above suggested. 
Why can not the deaf of the 20th 
Century, who have benefitted by

To THE PDBLio:— The National 
War Savings Committee has grant- 
ed authority to all agents lo estab- 
lish sub-stations for the sale of 
War-Savings Stamps and Thrift 
Stamps, and in this connection and 
because of my inability to meet more 
of the deaf desiring to purchase the 
stamps, I am pleased to make an 
announcement that I would make 
arrangements with any society or 
church of the deaf for the handling 
and selling of the stamps. 

It is not only alone for patriotic 
reasons, but to encourage the habit 
of thrift. Every society and church 
should see to it that its members be 
supplied with the stamps in the 
most convenient way, and I stand 
ready lo make it easy and comfort- 
able regarding the sale of stamps. 

Iu the five weekly reports, ending 
January 12th, I rendered lo the 
War Savings Com mil tee, it was 
shown that the deaf purchased of 
me 176 War Savings Stamps and 
1G:)2 Thrift Stamps, aggregating, in 
BOtual value, $1133.12. 

This may look good, yet I am not 
in Hie van of Ihe selling agents, and 
on the contrary, I am way hack in 
the ruck. 

For reasons, the unattached deaf 
are unable to meet me to buy 
stamps, I can supply them with 
franked post cards containing an 
order on Ihe Post Office for st 11 nips 
These [iost ends, which are blue in 
color, can be mailed free of postage 
to the nearest local post office, and 
the postman will deliver to you any 
requisite number of stamps and 
n ive you 1 money. 

Wake up, Compatriots! and fall 
in line, and every quailer you slow 
away iu Uncle Sim's Strong box 
will in a little way help shorten the 
war, and the two billions from this 
source alone and laised before De 
eemher3Ist, 1918, will be a knockout 
blow to Militarism and Autocracy

The fuel crisis, which led to an 
ukase to close down stores, shops, 
churches and offices, for a 8 veil ay- 
period, has affected quite a number 
of our Chicago deaf, among them 
being tailors, punters, engravers, 
clerks and factory hands. The 
enfoiced idleness will cause a dent 
in the pocket book of the deaf family 
men, who have been struggling the 
greater part of this unprecedented 
winter to keep the coal bins refilled 
and to meet monthly fraternal dues 
The All Angels' Church may hold 
Sunday services in the basement 
room, since il is heated only by gas. 
The Methodist, Ephpheta Catholic, 
and Lutheran Missions, all use hot 
blast stoves to heat their room, so 
I hat it is doubtful if any will go 
ahead with Sunday services. 

The young bachelors who have 
no dependents to worry about are 
accepting the shut down with good 
nature. They regard it more in the 
light of a brief vacation, but minus 
the summer attractions. 

The fuel problem has affected 
the social evenings of the rooms ol 
the Pas a pas Club, it being in an 
office building where much diffi- 
culty is experienced in seeming 
ample coal for heating the entire 
sixteen stoiies. 

All the deaf will have an enforced 
holiday on Mondays, except a few 
employed on daily newspapers 

The last big event this week is 
the dance given by the Chicago 
Division of ihe N. F. S. D. It will 
be in full blast tonight — Saturday, 
January 19th. Some fear is enter 
tained lesi the attendance be small, 
owing to the extreme cold weal her 
Few ears are running, but indica- 
tions point to a general defiant of 
conditions in favor of a real good 
time before Lent comes. 

The Chicago Chapter of the Illi- 
nois Association of the Deaf will 
hold a quarterly meeting this 
Wednesday evening, January 23d, 
in the assembly room of the All 
Angels' Church. The chief trans- 
action of business will be reports ol 
committees of recent social events 
and a summary of the revenues 
gathered in to date. 

The promoters of Ihe dance given 
under the auspices of the Chicago 
Knights of de I'Kpee in Sodality 
Hall, May and 12th Streets, last 
Wednesday eveuing, proved a 
disastrous failure from a financial 
standpoint. Lack of advertising 
ihe event beforehand, over-con- 
fidence in their ability to make it a 
howling success, and the absence ol 
ical leaders, were responsible for a 
meager attendance of only sixty- 
five ppople. This is another good 
reason why ihe federation plan will 
solve (he problem. 

While all Chicago was Buffering 
under the extreme zero weather, 
coupled with blizzirds and snow, 
the home of Mr. and Mis.

Our belief in tbe ultimate success 
of the fund is still unshaken, even if 
we are loaded down with tbe tremen- 
dous burden of carrying the war to 
a victorious end for our flag, and 
when tbe Statue is completed, it 
would be peculiarly a memento of 
historical interest after the war, a 
standing appeal to tbe love and 
friendship of two great nations, 
which had fought for Liberty, Equal- 
ity and Fraternity — America and 
France.

self to tbe deaf of the entire world; and, 

Whersas, There can be no doubt as 
to the universal desire for a fitting me- 
morial to perpetuate tbe memory of his 
distinguished Services. 

Resolved, That, in order to bring the 
matter before the public, to invite discus- 
sion, and insure an early action in the 
matter, the Mid-west Chapter of tbe Gal- 
laudet College Alumni Association here- 
with set forth its views to the following 
effect, and offers suggestive plans for 
carrying tbem out : — 

r. That immediate steps should be taken 
to start the movement for some memorial. 

it. That an arbitrary sum, say $ 15,000, 
should be set as tbe goal, and tbat this sum 
be apportioned among the several States 
according to population. 

rrr. That an organization be effected for 
apportioning and raising the funds in each 
State. 

rv. Tbat no money be asked for imme- 
diately, but that pledges be secured from 
every deaf person in the country and the 
money so pledged be made payable at a 
certain time, say five years after the end 
of the war. 

V. That, inasmuch as the memorial 
should represent the entire deaf world, in- 
cluding those interested in their welfare, a 
representative committee should be placed 
in charge of the whole matter, and tothis 
end we |recommend tbat the trustees of 
the E. M. Gallaudet Memorial Fund invite 
the N. A. D. to co-operate with them in 
raising aud managing the fund. 

It was resolved to give a copy of these 
resolutions to the press and to Chairman of 
the R. M. G. Fund and tbe President of 
the N. A. D. 

The Chapter, futhermore, by a vote of 
16 to s declared iu favor of a memorial 
building as the preferable form of me- 
morial 

Before the vote was taken, some 
remarks were made by Mr. F. 0. 
Holloway, who favored the statue 
as a form of memorial. Dr. Hanson 
happened to Ire nmougthose absent. 
President Rothert made some an- 
nouncements, among them being 
that Mr. James Jelinek will be our 
host the evening of January 26ih', 
at the home of his sister in Omaha 
The rest of tbe evening wns plea- 
santly spent playing " 500," at, 
which prizes were awarded to 
Mrs. Barrett and Mr. Treuke. In 
reference to the vote recorded 
above, it seems fair to mention that 
ten of the active voting members 
were absent, no doubt unavoidably 
so, as none of ns like to miss a 
Chapter meeting. Had all been 
present, the statne might have 
received more votes, 

The writer favors the statue as the 
most fitting tribute that ean be given 
by this generation, many of whom 
had personally known and loved the 
great benefactor of the deaf 

About a memorial building there 
will linger no suggestion of the 
personality of Dr. Gallaudet. It 
is true tbere are the oil painting of 
hlrn and the Moving Picture films, 
but these are of a sort easily de- 
stroyed. It would be flue if we 
could have both the statue arid 
memorial building. Hut let the 
piesent generation contribute the 
statue nni) leave the memorial hall 
to future students living in more 
prosperous times. The suppoiteis 
of the memorial building, say it 
would Ire rnoie durable than a statue. 
Of course we want an enduring 
memorial, and I will leave it to ex- 
perts in those lines to discuss the 
relative durability of the two forms 
of memorial.
